»}— South Moluccan gunmen 

holding a hijacked train thrust 
three bound and blindfolded hos- 
tages out onto the track tonight 
acd later hauled them in again, 
apparently unbarmed. 

‘The announcement came from 
8 Justice Ministry spokesman here 
atter nearly two hours of official 
delay while the drama developed. 

The terrorists are holding at 
least 160 hostages at the train 
and & school. 

The three hostages were put 
out of the tram with ropes 
around their necks, the spokesman 
said. The ropes were held inside 
the train through doors jammed 
almost shut, They were put out 
in two stages. 

First, 2 man and a woniaa, 
dressed in white, were forced onto 
the track and held there for 45 
minutes before they were taken 
back into the train. the spokes- 
man said. 

Five minutes later. another man 
was pushed out onto the track— 
also roped and blindfolded, ac- 
cording to the official's account. 
Ke was held there for more than 
an hour before being returned 
inside. 

Show of Power 

Asked about the gunmen’s mo- 
tives, the spokesman said, “We 
think the South Moluccans on 
the train feel obliged to show 2 
token of their power over the 
passengers and to make it clear 
they are capable of doing with 
them whatever they want.” 

The dramatic incident came 


without any apparent warning, ‘

Labor Parity Takes Lead. 
In Dutch National Election

With 95 per cent of the vote counted, a forecast by the 
national news agency ANP gave the Labor party 53 seats im the 
150-seat lower chamber of Parliament, a gain of 10,

Trudeau’s Status Is Bolstered 
As Party Wins 5 of 6 Races

MONTREAL May 25 (NYT!.— 
Prime Minister Pierre Elliott Tru- 
Geau and his Liberal party gained 
a seat in the House of Commons 
yesterday after winning five of 
six by-elections. 

Mr. Trudeau's victory, which 
reflected a rising tide of public 
opiiion that he is the leader best 
equipped to maintain Canada’s 
unity, was expected to increase 
his party’s pressure on him to call 
general elections this year instead 
of waiting until 1978. Mr. Tru- 
deau said last nignt thet, while 
satisfied with the results, he hed 
no plans for early elections. 

‘The Prime Minister's prestige 
was directly involved in the elec- 
tion. Contrary to usual practice, 
he campaigned for Liberal candi- 
dates and his party’s advertis- 
ing equated a Liberal vote to a 
vote for Mr. Trudeau and his 
efforts to preserve Canadian uni- 


ty. 
Five in Quebec 

Five of the six elections, which 
filled House vacancies eaused by 
Tesignations and death, were in 
Quebec and the Liberals held the 
four seats they already had there. 
They picked up one on Prince Ed- 
ward Island 2t the expense of the 
Conservatives, whose relatively 
poor showing was a heavy dlow 
to the Conservative leader, Joe 
Clark. 

The fifth contested seat in 
Quebec was held by the Social 
Credit party. 2 small, rurai~pased 
group whose leader, Réal Caouette, 
died in December. His son, Gilles, 


replaced him in the election in 
the wesiern disirict of Tcmsca- 
mingue and won easily. 

This was the first formal test 
of public opinion in Quebec since 
the victory last November of the 
Party Québécois and the advent 
of this province's first government 
dedicated to independence. One 
result yesterday that was con~ 
sidered particularly significant 
was the victory of René Comtois 
near Montreal Mr. Comtois had 
resigned from his federal] Parlia- 
ment seat in November to run in 
the same district in the provincial 
elections and lost then to a Parti 
Québécois candidate. 

The Parti Québécois, strictly 2 
provincial party, did not run can~ 
didates yesterday and officially 
stayed aloof from the campaign. 
It appeared that many voters who 
had deserted the provincial Lib- 
eral party in November returned 
tw it yesterday on the federal 
level. 

Before Quebec's provincial elec- 
tion in November, all polls had 
shown Mr. Trudeau and the Lib- 
erals trailing the Conservatives 
in popular favor. Widespread dis- 
content with high inflation and 
unemployment was believed to 
have been the major factor in the 
relatively poor Liberal showing. 
But in the months since the vic- 
tory of the Parti Québécois, Mr. 
Trudeau steadily regained ground 
and his party now bas a sub- 
stantial lead over the Conser- 
vatives as far as the polls are 
concerned.

Skepticism Voiced

neth Eaunda of Zambia, for 
instance, praised the Carter ad- 
ministration’s new African poli- 
cies but wondered whether “the 
U.S, establishment” would permit 
the United States to pursue this 
course. 

Others asked Mr. Young for 
specific pressures that the United 
Stetes could exert on South 
Africa or Rhodesia. Eome of the 
yaore radical leaders wanted a 
U.S. commitment to supply the 
various liberation movements, 
others wanted assurances that 


Washington would lead the West- 
ern powers into adopting sanc~ 
tious or an arms embargo ou 
South Africa, both measures that 
went beyond anything the United 
States is now considering. 

In fact, when asked for details, 
Mr. Young usually replied that 
the economic trends m Africa 
would gradually induce South 
Africa to alter course in its own 
self-interest. Occasionally he 
spoke vaguely of possible selec- 
tive boycotts, studying the ail 
flow to Rhodesia with an ere 
toward stemming jt or of un- 
specified economic pressures. 

The srgument he put forward 
again and again was that as black 
African states with thelr expand- 
ing markets drew investment 
capital away from South Africa, 
which desperately needs such 
financing, the international fi- 
nancial institutions would exert 
Pressure on the Pretoria govern- 
ment to dismantle apartheid, 
thereby assuring stahility and 
restoring flagging investor con- 
fidence. 

“Already, my banker friends 
tell me it is far easier for Nigeria 
or Kenya to get long-term Joans 
than it is for South Africa” 
Mr. Young repeated. 

All of this fell far short of 
what many Afriean leaders 
wanted to hear as they stepped

Peking Warnings on Conspiracies 
Seen Aimed at 2. Regional Chiefs

HONG KONG, May 25 (WP!.— 
The Chinese Communist party 
has issued two warnings against 
conspiracies that appear to be 
directed against regional leaders 
who have assumed great power 
in the post-Mao era, 

An article in the party's theo- 
retical journal Red Flee and an- 
other in the pariy newspaper 
Peonle’s Daliy remind readers of 
the purge of.the party bosses 
in the northeastern and eastern 
regions in 1955. “We Communists, 
not to mention the senior cadres, 
τοῦδ be open and aboveboard 


“ politically. We must openly e::- 


press our political views at ell 
umes and... under no circum- 
stances resort to conspiratorlel 
means.” said a quotation from 
the late Chairmen Mao Tse-tung 
printed in large type in the Peo- 
ple’s Dailr. 

The timing of the articles sug- 
gest they may be directed at 
two Politburo members, the Can- 
ton military region commander, 
Gen. Hsu Shih-yu. and the 
E-wangtung provincial party chief, 
Weil Euo-ching, both of whom, 
through a series of recent local 
Party shake-ups. appear to have 
gained great influence in south- 
ern China, 

The relationship between the 
two men and their Politburo col- 
leagues in Peking has come into 
question since the two failed to 
attend a recent high-level na- 
tional industrial conference in 
Peking, Both Gen. Hsu and Mr. 
‘Wei are also thought to be sup- 
porting the rehabilitation of 
controversial former Vice-Pre- 
mier Teng Hsiao-ping. whose fail- 
ure so far to reappear in public 
suggests ἃ serious political debate 
in Peking. 

The new references to the 1955 
purge of the northeastern ad- 
ministrative chairman, Kao Kang. 
and eastern administrative chair- 
man. Jao Sho-shih. were all the 
more startling because China has 
just revenied plans to revive in 
some way the regional system 
that gave Mr. Kao and Mr. Jao 
much of their power. 

The system was abolished about 
the time Mr. Kao and Mr. Jao 
were purged. Provinces from then 
on reported directly ta Peking 
rather than through the six re- 
gional bureaus. But early this 
month, Vice-Premier Yu Chiu-li 
announced that “the six mafor 
administrative resions of north- 
east. rorth. east. central-south, 
southwest and northwest China 
are step by step to butld up their 
respective economic systems which 
vary as regards standards ard 
characteristics so that they can 
function self-reliantly while work- 
ing i close coordination and 
have αὶ fairty harmonious develop- 
ment of agriculture and light and 
heavy industry.”

current Peking debates would not 
ordinarily be expected to become 
too heated.

Vietnam Raid on Buddhist Monks Confirmed

BANGKOK. May 25.—Official 
sources have confirmed that 
Vienamese police raided Ho Chi 
Minh City’s An Quang Pagoda 
Jast month snd arrested 2 num- 
ber of Buddhist monks. 

There was no information on 
the fate of the pagoda’s spiritual 
leader, Thich Tri Quang, 55, a 
monk who fought the old regime 
for a decade and is proving to be 
just as bothersome to the na- 
tion's Communist rulers. He was 
said to have been present when 
the raid took place, presumably 
in the small, Spartan second~ 
floor room where he bas been in 
isolation, or house arrest, since 
1975. 

The raid on the red-and-gilt 
pagoda, situated in Cholon, the 
Chinese quarter of Ho Chi. Minh 
City (formerly Saigon), seemed 
to have ended any serious hopes 
the Communists may have enter- 
tained about getting the Buddhist 
monks’ support. 

Official sources said that, on 
the day after the raid. Col. 
Duong Dinh Tao, 2 security of- 
ficer and member of the city's 
Central Committee. gathered Ho

Israeli President Says Peace 
Is Nation’s Principal Concern 


TEL AVIV, May 25 (UPI:.— 
A peace agreement with the 
Arabs will be the “prime and 
central concern” of any Israeli 
government, President Ephraim 
Bator said today. 

The President mede his com- 
ments as doctors said that pro- 
spective Prime Minister Mena- 
hem Begin. 63, was recuperating 
from an inflammation of the 
membrane around his heart and 
that he would be able to go to 
Washington soon for talks with 
President Carter. 

“It's our belief that he will 
be released in 8 few days and 
he will not be limited in the 
capacity to perform the duties of 
prime minister because of this 
episode.” said his doctor, Shlomo 
Laniado.

Mr. Begin's allies. meanwhile, 
continued their efforts to put 
together a coalition government. 

The leadership of Mr, Eegin's 
rightist Likud bloc met with 
National Religious party leaders 
to urge them to join ἃ coalition. 
The Religious party won 12 seats 
in the May 17 election and was 
part of the Labor government 
until December. It also takes a

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Politics: Kremlin Style 


There was a time when death was the 
only severance from supreme power in the 
Soviet Union—the death of a Lenin. of a 
Stalin, even the murder of a Trotsky in 
exile. But after the rise and fall of Nikita 
¥Shrushchev. {t was evident that there were 
other fashions in which leaders might be 
advanced or retired. The removal of Pres- 
ident Nikolai Podgorry oy the Politburo. 4 
Taember of the troika of Brezhnev. Kosygin 
and Podgorny that succeeded Krushcher 
13 years azo, is another example of the nex 
fashion, but the Podgorny ouster. after his 
much publicized journeys to distant places. 
also demonstrates that the new fashion has 
Its own m7ysteties. 

Is it another example of toe nsing power 
of party secretary Brechnev? Or is it a 
by-blow of the new constituiion thar Mr. 
Brezhnev ts advocating for the Soviet Union? 
There are signs that the rise of Eurocom- 
munism. the advances toward democracy that 
are being made oy Communist leaders in 
the West, mar be giving official government 
positions the kind af prestige that was once 
borne only by party heads during the per- 
alstence of what is essentially a revolution- 
arr organization. Perhaps the real power 
is not affected by these changes, and the 
sources of that power within the party have 
not been, nor will be, passed on to the voter. 


But it may be that the old sequence of 
polities] might—party secretary, premier 
and president—mar be reversed. at least on 
the surface, But in the meanwhile, a pres- 
ident selected under the old system could be 
an embarrassment. 


However. the mere iact that this is 5} 
subject τὸ speculation. except. within the 
closed walis of the Politburo. is subject to 
much the same criticism py more democratic 
sources than the arrangements following the 
deaths of Chou En-lai and Mao Tse-tung in 
China caused. and still cause. Here in two 
of the most populous and powerful nations 
in the world, the direction is assumed by 8 
clique. by a few individuais, whose motives 
and techniques remain enizmas to their own 
peoples and to the world 


Whatever may emerge from the Kremiin 
crisis. whether good or ill, has been achieved 
behind closed doors. Ths United States 
has experienced, to a much smaller degree, 
how such techniques of government cau 
operate, even in a nation which respects its 
Constitution and the ideals that brought 
that Constitution into being. Om the scale 
by which those techniques have been used 
in Moscow and Peking, they can be seen to 
be derogatory of tne popular will—indeed. to 
disregard that will altogether. 


Avoiding the Worst in Argentina 


Things are getting so bad in Argentina 
that the regime, which the United States so 
rightly chastised only three months ago, 
now urgently needs some American help to 
block the fascist movement stirring in the 
wings. 

By the perverse standards that must nov 
be applied to Argentina. the present regime 
of President Jorge Videla is. alas, moderate. 

Its record on civil and human rights is 
deplorable. Political parties operate under 
severe restrictions. Trade unions are under 
direct. military control Scores of people 
have been abducted from their homes only 
to turn up later in military custody. 

That is the state of affairs that led the 
Carter administration to cut military aid in 
February. But the situation has now devel- 
oped to the point that the United States had 
better give the devil his due to forestail 
something yet more abhorrent, 

No Argentine government in the past 20 
years has been able to reconcile the realities 
of international economics with the domes- 
tic political strength of Peronism—the 
deeply rooted alliance of economic national- 
ists and militant labor organizations. 

That failure has nurtured the growth of 
a tenacious guerrilla movement, the Mon- 
toneros. which the army has been unable 
to stamp out. The result has been a state 
of permanent crisis that has now brought 
this attractive and wealthy society to the 
brink of bloody street battles.

Just as the Strategic Arms Limitation Talks 
have seen a certain licensing of the arms 
race. so the United Nations’ Law of the Sea 
Conference, undertaken to find internation- 
alist solutions to ocean issues, has seen an 
unprecedented extension of national claims 
to the seas. The territorial sea has been 
pushed out from three miles to 12 and in 
snme cases 9 200 States now claim control 
over the resources of their continental 
shelves as far seaward as they can exploit 
them. Many nations assert jurisdiction over 
coastal fisheries cut to 200 miles. In this 
ecauntry legislation is pending to extend the 
equivalent of sovereignty to deep-seabed 
mining sites thousands of miles away. 

Whether this carving up of the oceans 
would have gone on anyway is a less impor- 
tant question than whether the process can 
be halted. if not reversed. at the session of 
the conference that opened this week in 
New York. It is high noon on the high 
seas. This session could be the last. 

The hottest issue is whether agreement 
can be Teached on mining the apparently 
vast deposits of manganese. cobalt. nicke} 
and copper in the deep seabed. Poor coun- 
tries want mining controlied by an interna- 
tional authority run, in effect, on UN lines. 
Land-based producers of these minerals 
demand protection. Land-iocked states 
want a distribution formula not favoring 
coastal states,

Argen- 
tina's significant Jewish community has 
been a special target of the campaign and 
several prominent Jewish families have been 
the object of both legal -and ‘extralegal 
action. 

Tf these hard-line generals seize power, 
they will surely further disrupt Argentina's 
economy, deal an even more disastrous blow 
to the cause of human rights and raise the 
chances of full-scale civil war. 

Only if they are headed off can President 
Videla regain his moderate bearings and be 
persuaded to move toward long overdue na- 
tional political reform and reconstruction.

The United States 
endorsed the concept of the deep seabed as 
the “common heritage” of mankind in 1970 
but the concept has never been realized in 
practice. Yet it is not trite sentiment that 
impels the international community to pre- 
serve as much of that concept as remains 
within its reach, Without agreement on 
this and other issues of the oceans. there will 
be discord. And who is to say that the re- 
sulting exacerbation of world economic and 
political tensions would not lead in the end 
to armed conflict?

ASHINGTON—If the Carter 

administration has its way, 
the SALT agreement now being 
negotiated will become 2 major 
issue in the next presidential 
election. The SALT “framewors" 
proposed by Secretary οἵ State 
Cyrus Vance is to contain a 
three-year protocol whose term 
would expire precisely at the 
time the election campaign 
reaches its climax.

not work out that way. mainly 
because of the Ford administra- 
tion's weakness. 

Kissinger argued that the Vla- 
divostok agreement contained 
major Soviet concessions, and he 
wanted to strike the iron while 
it was hot.

They assumed 
that no president, and least of 
ail President Ford, would base 
his campaign on 2 treaty which 
could be presented by his oppo- 
nents as allowing the Kremlin 
to build up the Soviet Union's 
armed strength while reducing 
that of the United States.

Sure That Firm Will Be Cleared 


Leyland Official Says Probe 
By Firm Found No Bribery 


LONDON, May 25 (Reuters).— 
A British Leyland internal in- 
vestigation found no evidence of 
bribes by its representatives to 
secure sales abroad, the chair- 
man of the motor firm sald to- 
day. 

Sir Richard Dobson told an an- 
nual shareholders’ meeting here 
that he was confident British 
Leyland would be cleared of the 
charges leveled against it. 

“So far we have found no evi- 
dence to suggest that any pay- 
Tents have been made, other 
than to accredited agents or rep- 
resentatives in the ordmary course 
of business.” he said. 

Last week, the Daily Mail pub- 
lished allegations that Leyland 
was involved in "a world-wide web 
of bribery” to clinch sales, espe- 
cially in the Middle East. 

Sir Richard told today's mect- 
ing: “It is not and never has 
been the policy of this company 
to secure business by corrupt 
means." 

He said a full investigation by 
the National Enterprise Board, a 
government-created agency which 
has ἃ 95-per-cent stake in Ley- 
land, was proceeding and would 
reinforce British Leyland’s own 
inquiries. 

Sir Richard said, “I can sav we
